The British Commonwealth had develaped 
a pattem of free nssociation of peoplos of 
all races.

ENERAL CLARKE’S  “ inteili- 

vente report” reinforces the 
fase We urged last week for an im- 
partial investigation — neutral in 
relation to participation in the fighting 
to be undertaken under the aegis of UN 
into the conduct of the Korean prison 
camps in) Amterican control. 

This report allewoy the discovery of the 
deliberate fostering by General Nam (1 and 
Major4oeneral Lee Sanp Jo of mass muti- 
mies and riots in the camps as a means of 
creating a new war front in the exploita- 
tion of a new era of total war.’ 

This may be true, and something of this 
character is necessary if the unprecedented 
happenings that have besmirched the re 
cord of the first prisoner-of-war camps to 


tng Chiang Kai-shek’s troops from 
attacking Chinese territory as well 
ag by affording protection to Formosa 
from attacks by the Chinese. 


He felt this was necessary in order to 
make oa clear adiVerentiation between the 
war in Korea, waged by UNO and 
America’s private war against the Peking: 
Government of China. 

Now, without consulling UNO, who are 
jn theory sponsoring America’s lve 
activities in Korea, and even without con- 
sultation of America’s allies in that war, 
General Misenhower hay decided that neu- 
tralisation of Formosa shall end. { 

Chiang Kai-shek is to be encouraged to 
attuek the Chinese mainland, | 

tn Chis manner, the mations, in diuding | 
Great Britain, who are associated with the | 
United Sales in the United Nations fight- 
wig are also to be associated with the 
furthering of an Ameciean policy with |

It should be noted, too, that just ag the | 
deeisjon tou bomb the great Yalu power sta- 
tions wus taken immediately after Lord 
Alexander’s visit to Korea and without 
bringing him inte consultation, so this de- 
tision has been taken immediately before 
tue visit of Mr. Dulles to MWurope so that 
on this point too there could be nu consul- 
tation. 

In {t likely that there will be much dis- | 
cussion at all) during Mr, Dulles’ visit to | 
Burepe? faving remarked in tis first pub- 
lie pronouncement us Secretary of Btate 
that the United States had invested thirty | 
thousand million dollars in Hurope and that | 
there were indications that they might not | 
geet what they were paying for, he bean 
his trip. As his schedule provided for calls | 
at seven Burapean capitals in nine days, | 
his business will be not so niuch to discuss 
ns to Jet European statesmen understand | 
what the USA wants for her dollars. 

Every step such as that taken in regard 
to Formose ia a gamble with fate in which 
a omisealewiation means world war and the 
wholesale annihilntion that will accompany 
it. Jt is a gamble upon the greater restraint 
of the enemy powers for the avoidance of 
world war. 

If, when it becomes possible to exumine 
impartially the circumstances that led to 
the behting in June, 1950, i. proves that the 
United Nations were justified in: charging 
the North Koreans—and the Communist 
world behind them--with apgressign upon 
the South, then it will be shown that in 
that initial step it was the Communists who 
were guilty of risking world war. 

That question bus still to be settled, how- 
ever, Every subsequent dungerous step 
that has carried with it Lhis kind of riak 
has been taken by the Americans. . 

Thus it wag General MacArthur who im- 
pelled the Chinese to intervene by his 
wanton carrying of his advance beyond the 
38th Parallel; and it is Gear that the 
Chinese took the kind of steps that every | 
other nation depending for defence on its 
armed strength--inchuding America and 
treat. Britain—would have felt justified in 
taking, In doing so, however, the Chinese | 
geted with considerable restraint. That we 
did not then fall into the abyss of World | 
War TM depended on the greater forhear- 
ance and pense of responsibility of China 
anal Russia. : ‘ At 

The same congideration applies to the 
hombing of the erent power stations on the 
Yalu, And now, even more with the en- 
eouragement of Chiang Kai-shek to go 
ahead, the fate of the peoples of the world 
will depend in the greatest degrea upon the 
yestraint and sense of moral resnonsibility 
that may be displayed by the Chinese. 

Fp te the present, this has proved much 
greater than that manifested by the Ameri- 
cana, but it is a dangerous world in whieh 


ihe success of a nation’s mililary activities 
depends upon its enemy having a greater 
spied of moral regponsihility than its own. 


be conducted on behalf of the United 
Nations Organisation are to be extenuated. 

Nevertheless it must be remembercd 
that it is the American Command, that is 
badly in need of justification in this res- 
peet, that has put out this report. 

Only an impartial investigation 
establish whether the report is true. 

Where there has already been a degree 
of impartial investigation—inadequate it 
ix true—the American command comes in 
for considerable censure. 

We frankly do not expect that an exami- 
nation of the faets will show that all the 
guilt is on one side in the terrible record 
of the prison camps, but wherever the 
euilt lies, we believe it to be important that 
the facts shall be established,

The officer’s subsequent re-instatement 
with the explanation that “it had all been 
a mistake” was an indiention that the 
American command had been able to per- 
suade Congress that the demonstration had 
been planned for tactical reasons. 

Nevertheless, the very title given te the 
operation, the seven-page time-table bound 
in a special cover printed in three colours, 
and the faet that generals and) war-corre 
spondents did receive invitations to wilness 
the action cannot but cause inereasing con- 
cern about the conduct of operations in 
Korea. 

Whatever may be the whole truth about 
Operation Smack, the continuation of the 
war in Korea involves a daily unnecessary 
loss of life for ne good purpose whatsoever. 

We would like to know whether, while 
the High Command is spending time on 
preparing: elaborate programmes for tacti- 
eal exercises anyone is spending’ as \ much 
time on trying to find a new basis for 
negotiation, The British Government 
should not lose sight for a single second 
of the urgent need for bringing: the conflict 
in Korea to an end and should urge UN

Austria 


NIE Soviet Government has re- 
plied to the note from the West- 
ern Powers requesting an early con- 
ference on an Austrian Peace Treaty. 
Discussions have dragved on for over six 
years. In an atlempt to narrow the field 
of controversy, twelve months ago, the 
Western Powers proposed an “abbreviated 
treaty.” The nole of the Soviet Govern- 
nent while accepting the request for a re- 
sump'ion of talks in) principle, suerests 
that the withdrawal of the “abbreviated 
treaty” is a necessary condition, 
_ This insistence on conditions before con- 
ference makes a meeting impossible, parti- 
cularly if they beg seme of the questions 
at issue or bias subsequent discussion. 

As in the Far Hast so in’ Europe, it 
becomes increasingly doubtful whether any 
of the particular problems can be sotved in 
isolation. 

Russia will naturally be reluetan: to 
reach any agreement about Austria which 
would mean the ending of occupation and 
the withdrawal of her troops so long as 
the Western Powers plain to re-arm Wes ern 
Germany, 


Austria is tou important a link in ker, 


line of communication with Germany, 

An over-all Peace Conference should be 
called which should divide inte three com- 
missions, one dealing with Germany, 
another with Austrian and a third with the 
Far Kast; each while tackline: its special 
problem, should pay due regard to is re- 
lationshiz, with the others. 

Each commission should then report to 
the whole Conference which would hive the 
responsibility for fitting the pieces of the 
jig-saw into their places and fashioniny 
the whole pattern of peace. 

East-West Trade

Perhaps the shock aroused by the 
execution of Derek Bentley will similarly 
lead fo a realisation of the national 
responsibility in the matter of capital 
punishment, 


pur possibility of the abolition of the 
death penalty was high tn 1948 when 
the House of Commons carried an amend- 
ment to the Criminal Justice Bill which 
would hive suspended the use of eapital 
punishment for five years. 


Immediately there way an emotional re- 
wetion, newspaper articles, letters to the 
editor—-and the Nouse of Lords was able 
to reverse the Conmon's decision (which 
it would have done in any cuse) with a fine 
air of respecting: public opinion. 

The death penalty was not abolished 
und murder has continued. _ Recently a 
policeman wag shot, bul the first wild in- 
dignation gave way to some concern about 
the individuals who shared the crime. 

Jiere were no great he-men, hardened 
criminals or toughs, but a couple of il- 
literate and weedy products of our age, 
youths acting in a big way to compensate 
themselves for feeling so jsmall. 

Questions were asked about thelr back- 
ground and education. 

Craig, in any case, wag Loo young to be 
executed, and when Bentley was sentenced 
to death, the publie conscience, and possibly 
that of ue jury also, was eased by a recom- 
mendation to merey and the clear opinion 
expressed by Lord Goddard that a dimin- 
ished responsibility lay on Bentley.

lopposed to capital punishment. 


Dawtry 


An awful responsibility is placed on the 
Home Seerelury and his advisers by those 
who support the death penalty and it is 
dishonest for any of them to protest at the 
way that responsibility is used, Hut the 
opinion whieh would have saved Bentley 
had healthy feutures about it for it was 
based on the individual factors in the case, 

It is useless, how-ver, to support a bad 
law and ask for exceptions in its appliea- 
tion. 

{f people would realise, as they did of 
Bentley, that every murderer is a person 
about whose Jife there are individual fea- 
tures and within whose make-up there must 
be uspecta of hope as well as of despair, 
then the death penalty could hardly find 
support, 

Perhaps, at least, the Ben'ley ease will 
help to end the faith now placed in recom- 
mendations to mercy, 

Of the $419 men whose sentenees to death 
were uccompanicd by a recommendation to 
merey in the first 49 years of this century, 
103) were executed; 186 others were re- 
prieved although there had been no such 
recommendation. (in the case of women, 
the recommendation was almost always en- 
dorsed.) 

If of course such 2» recommendation had 
automatic effect, it would be a simple way 
of diminishing the responsibility of juries 
amd the eoncern of the public. There can 
be no such fliftine of the burden imposed 
by the death penalty. 

Will people Jearn 
Bentley experience? 

If they will learn to see that special cir- 
cunmistunees surround every niurder, they 
will protest at every execution until they 
realise thut this is a matter about which 
compromise is false. 

Those who want the death penalty re- 
tained cannot pick and choose the time of

Cromwell—tragic example 


Gromwell is the tnast pitiful and tragic 
example in Buglish history of the futility 
of the sword and of the grim pemesia whieh 
pursues all those who Justify the means by 
the end. 

The Reformation in Magland went much 

further than the ‘udor monarchs intended, 
The “Puritan” movement, whieh sprang out 
of the Reformation, aimed at removing: from 
(hristian worship afl elements uot in ae. 
cordance with the usages of the New Teata- 
ment Chureh. 
The “Separatist mavement, going fur- 
ther aiill, sough, to separate the Church 
from all subservienee to, and even connee- 
Vion with, the State. 

It denied the authority of the monarch 
in Matters of religion, and called upon a 
wauld-be Christians to “come ye out and le 
ye sepyrute’” from the world and the (in- 
faithful) Church around then.

No question of evasion 


Henry Rose had appeared before ai Tri- 
bunal whieh had given hint exemption froim 
military service on conditions, Rose felt 
that he could not aecept conditional exemp- 
tion on the grounda Ubst by so doing be 
would be paying tribute to the Tribunal’s 
right tu oblige him to submit to the pro- 
visions of the National Service Act, which 
Act. he considered to he wrong in tote. 

lis appearance before the Tribunal was 
miade parely as an act of witness and not 
with any thought of evading the eonse- 
quence of refusing military service, as his 
subsequent action proved, 

Rose expressed no desire ta escape from 
his moral obligations to his feHows und 
would be prepared to undertake construe- 
tive work of yational or international im- 
portance, provided this work were assumed 
voluntarily and not as an alternative to 
nilitary service laid down ino a military 
statute, 

To sugrest that Henry Rose is unwilling 
to fulfil his obligations to the community 
is a wholly unwarrantable reflection upon 
his echarseter and ‘contrary to the evidence 
on which the Mayistrate based his remark, 

‘Administrators of the law will have to 
enquire a little deeper inte the facts behind 
such matters in future before giving ex- 
pression to defamatory comments.

THE HOUR AND THE MAN 


By Tom Wardie 


MOMETIMES you have the luck to 
know a person of such tenderness 
and largeheartedness that you say to 
yourself “Oh, if only that sort of 
man could be charge of thing, how 
different the world would be.” 


Now ocensionally such a man does get in 
charge of things. What happens then we 
eall history. 

It looks as though it is going to happen 
now in South Afriea. Chief Luthuli of 
Groutville has become President of African 
National Congress and A. J. fathuli is the 
man we’ve been walling for. 

The last time J saw Luthuli, we sat to- 
gether in the Darban tnternational Club to 
listen to an address by Dr. Visser {'Hooft, 
Secretary to the World Council of Churches, 
who was in South Africa on a fact-finding: 
tour. 

Dr. VHooft spoke convincingly of the 
necd for a transcending: vision and loyalty 
beyund the loyalty to one's own kind and 
gyoup. Tle called for a new and vital sense 
of brotherhood in aetion. 

Luthuli listened intently, nodding between 
whiles. He knew, and none better, what the 
speaker meant, because it was the theme 
and purpose of his life. 

“Phe smile” 

Luthuli is one of these rare souls who jift 
and lighten you by their very presence. 
Whenever we met, [felt immediately 
cheered and invigorated, Life was good 
and life was worthwhile, because Luthuli 
lived it that way and you couldn’t help but 
get the idea as soon as he spoke to you. 

He is a stocky man with the look of a 
farmer about him, and he is, like most 
Africans, a lover of the earth and the open 
and the joy of agriculture, 

Africans have big mouths and magnificent 
teeth, Zulus particularly, QLuthuli is a Zulu 
and has both. And he shows them. Iolly- 
wood would probably call him “ The Sniile.” 

He used to walk around Natal and beam 
on everything and everyone he saw and you 
pot the impression that apartheid and race 
riots were somehow temporary and passing 
but that the thing whieh Luthuli had inside 
him would stil! be there when Dr. Malan 
had gone. 


A busy, friendly fellow 


You couldn’t help bumping up against 
him. For thirty years he’s been doing the 
sort of thing that people mean when they 
tulk about being active in public life.

Lf you 
went to the International Club in) Durban 
(bright light in a Dark Continent) on a 
Saturday afternoon, you would find him 
having curry with his imesan and Wuropean 
friends. [f you went to the Bantu Social 
Centre, you would find him there. 


IIe was associated with the Institute of 
Race Relations and a member of the Joint 
Council of Europeans and Africans; with 
the Christian Council of South Africa; and, 
for us a special source of pride, a member 
of the tiny group of the Fellowship of Re- 
conciliation in Durban. Fer Chief Luthuli 
is a pacifist. 

At the time when I knew him he was 
head of the Natal branch of African 
National Conpress, This was natural for 
he was cerlainly the obvious choice in Natal, 
but it was a pity that in that Vrovinee the 
Congress should be so sleepy. Many of the 

problems, particularly the land question, 
are not so acute among Africans in Natal 
as elsewhere, Luthuli remained in’ the 
hackwater, though to hear him speak was

In a statement Luthuli says:

This stand of mine, which resulted in my 
being sacked from the chieftainship, 
might seem foolish and disappointing to 
some liberal and moderate Europeans and 
non-Europeans with whom I have worked 
these many years, and with whom I still 
hope to work. 

“This is no parting of the ways but a

aspirations and in our firm stand against 
injustice and oppression, 

“The wisdom or foolishness of this de- 
cision I place in the hands of the Al- 
mighty.”

TO KEEP OUR ARMY IN EGYPT ? 


This question was pul to the Seeretary of State for War in the 
debate on the Supplementary Estimates for the army, and there was no 


salisfaclory answer. 


Colonel Hutehison, who wound up for the 
War Office, excused himself from giving an 
answer on the ground that this was a ques- 
tion of high policy and not one that he could 
answer, 

But the question remains, and the sooner 
Labour’s Front Benoh takes up this ques- 
tien and demands that a definite date be 
fixed for withdrawal the better it will be 
for British prestive in) Egypt and the 
Middle Mast. 

For itis generally recognised now that 
in view of the recent events in Egypt our 
continuation in| Keypt without the good 
will of the Egyptian) Government — is 
impossible. 

The opinion of the military men on the 
spot is that we had better withdraw with a 
good prace and something af the same view 
hag been expressed by the Brilish Anibas 
gidor in Moscow, American opinion is also 
strongly against a policy of a Brilish strong 
hand in Egypt and there has been no res- 
ponse to Winston's suepestion that the 
Americans should take over sume share of 
the responsibility in that quarter of the 


world. 
Prisoners in the desert 
The ense for withdrawal was lucidly 


stated by Richard Crossman in last week's 
tlebute and there has been no real attempt 
to answer his arguments. 

We have 40,000 inen locked up in Egypt 
at a considerable expense to the British 
laxpayer; they Jive under heart-breaking 
condilions amongst a hostile civil popula- 
tion, they see no useful purpose in being 
kept prisoners in this inhospitable desert 
and the labour for the camp is now being 
done by Jabourers imported at considerable 
expense to the British taxpayer from the 
island of Mauritius. 

‘And this is at a thme when we are facing 
a finuneia) erisis; when the Chancellor of 
the hMxchequer jis sending out SOS’s for 
economy and when we are short of labour 
for fund production and for the industries 
upon which our economic life depends.

There have heen certain suggestions that 
the Uritish base could be moved into other 
countries In the Middle East, inte Tarael, 
ryciu, Jordan or Irak, But there is no sign 
that uny of these countries are anxious to 
have a bie British military base in their 
territory. 

Ii would be w potential threat to their 
national independence, it wauld mean the 
active hostility of Rissia, it would be at 
souree of danger and not ef security, 
One eould imapina the rexetion in the 

USSR If we tried to build up a new iniflitary 
haae any nearar to Russian territory in 
addition to thy nip bases we already have 
there. 


In the book that the Minister of Wat 


wrote for the ‘ory Party prior to the elec- 
tion he explained that 
“if War came, our bases in the Middle 

Kast would enable British and) American 

strategic air forces (o strike deep inte 

Russia.” 

Any establishment of uo qillitary base in 
Irak would probably result in some Rus- 
sian counter muve which would make things 
more difficult and complicated than ever. 

So if we carry Mr. Crossman’s argument 
to its logical conclusion our poliey should 
be not to dream of transferring: the base 
and air commitments, financial and other- 


wise, to some other danger spot, but to | 


bring our armies home. 

The Labour opposition should demand 
that a date be fixed and we should inform 
the Eeyptian government of eur intentions. 

We left India with dignity, we left 
Persia in a hurry, when it was clearly im- 
possible to stay in either country without 
riskingg 4 war. 

Our days in Egypt are obviously over and 
there is ne point in staying where we are 
not wanted, and when the manpower that 
is rotting there is so urgently wanted in our 
gwn country.

George Fleming -- who was refused recog- 
nition as a CO by both local and appellate 
tribunals—was told by Sherif? William 
Garrett:
